There was no possi 
bility of effective resistance, and _ the 
amount was paid. This easy triumph whet- 
ted his appetite and the loot distributed 
among his followers strengthened their at- 
tachment to his cause. From that time on 
there was an almost daily record of plunder, 
arson and ransom. 

A new impetus was given to the cause of 
disorder by the abortive attempt of the Kapp 
revolutionists to overthrow the Ebert Gov 
ernment. While all the attention of the 
latter was centred upon the effort to retain 
power, Hoelz suddenly appeared at the town 


‘of Falkenstein and proclaimed a Soviet Re 


public. Against his desperate band of free- 
booters the townspeople were helpless, and 
his power became absolute. He exercised it 
like a despot. He established his headquar- 
ters in the historic Castie of Falkenstein, 
which in the Middle Ages had achieved a 
dark and bloody record of its own and was 
now to be sullied with new crimes. He trans 
formed the castle into’ an arsenal abun- 
dantly supplied with arms that he had stolen. 
A great safe was made the depository of 
the hundreds of thousands of marks that he
